Enrichment programs 
are for the many, not just the few,

Concerning DTP Shortage 


At present there is only one 
manufacturer (Lederle) of DTP 
(Diptheria, Tetanus, Pertussis or 
whooping cough) vaccine in the 
United States. While Lederle has 
been expanding its capability to 
produce this complex, three com- 
ponent vaccine, recently, the com- 
pany has had to discard several 
lots of vaccine, which did not meet 
its standards. This has caused a 
s¢arcity of the vaccine, which will 
probably last well into 1985. 

Physicians nationwide have been 
asked to use the available vaccine 
as wisely and carefully as possi- 
ble. Since the greatest number of 
whooping cough cases (5i%2) oc¢- 
cur in thé under one year of age 
population, and since this popula- 
tion is at greater risk of complica- 
tions and death from whooping 
cough than older children this 
group is given the highest priori- 
ty in immutization. Following 3 
full doses of DTP-usually given 
at ages, 2, 4 and 6 months—70 td 
90% of recipients will develop pro- 
tection against dipthetia and tetan- 
us.

ple, uses saw logs in the manu- 
facture of chair seats and backs 
and gets 20 to 30% of its wood 
trom the White Mountain National 
Forest. With no lands of its own, 
Bethel Furniture Stock must pur- 
chase every log it processes, and 
Mr, Favreau was hoping to in- 
crease his dependence on dhe Na- 
tional Forest for up to 80% of his 
needs within 20 years time. 

Then came the Forest Service's 
proposal to close off the additional 
12,000 acres to logging. “Had 1 
realized we would lose 76,000 acres 
(to wilderness last year) and had 
I realized how strong the pre- 
seryationisis are, I wouldn’t have 
built the new sawmill.” The com- 
pany’s new sawmill, which went in- 
to operation recently, is one of 
the most modern in the area. 

John Laban, of P.H, Chadbourne 
Co,, points out that 45% of the na-~ 
tional forest is already closed to 
commercial logging. “I basically 
believe we have enough wilderness 
area in our national forest,” he 
said, He pointed out that there are 
100,000 acres designated as ‘‘wil- 
derness,”’ including the 76,000 set 
aside last year, : 

Mr, Laban was a member of a 
committee appointed last year to 
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suggest to Maine's congressional 
delegation what position to take 
on the Forest Service's plan, 
Against Mr. Laban‘s protests, the 
committee recommended setting 
aside the 12,000 acres, as suggest- 
ed by groups such as the Sierra 
Club, 

Mr. Laban suggests that well- 
managed harvesting of wood im- 
proves the general health of the 
forest and makes it a nice place 
to hike in or picnic in, or simply 
look at. ‘Harvesting and recrea- 
tion can go hand-in-hand,” he 
said. ‘Where we get into a prob- 
Iem is people equate harvesting 
with clear-cutting,” 

Mr. Laban admits that much. of 
the national forest closed to har+ 
vesting is closed because the ter- 
rain makes it unfeasible to har- 
vest trees. Nevertheless, he says, 
even those areas should not be 
permanently closed. ‘I don’t think 
they should be taken gut of com- 
mercial production because they’re 
economically unfeasible now. We 
don’t know what the technology 
will be 10 years from now.” 

Mr. Favreau estimates there are 
80 MMBF in the Caribou-Speckled 
suggested wilderness area, and 
that half of that is harvestable. 
That could keep his company sup- 
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plied with sawlogs for 10 years, he 
said, 

On the other side of the wilder- 
ness issue are people like Don Ed- 
dy, of Bethel. “Up to the pre- 
sent tlme, Maine has no national 
forest wilderness area,’ he ex- 
plained. “This is our best and 
last chance to get one. It seems 
to me a small portion (of the na- 
tional forest) could be set aside 
for wilderness study without hurt- 
ing anybody. My coneern is that 
we make a fair mix of all uses, 
including wilderness for all time.” 

People of Mr. Eddy’s persuasion 
have not only to clash with the 
forest products people but also 
with the Oxford County Commis- 
Sioners, The county commission- 
ers last year went on record as 
opposing the forest service plan 
for Caribou-Speckled. The ¢om- 
missioners said, “(We) would pre- 
fer that this remain as an area 
of multiple uses. (It) should not 
be considered as a separate par- 
cel for consideration of more wil- 
derness area in the national for- 
est,’’ 

Mr. Laban stresses the econom- 
ic benefits that accrue to the lo- 
cal area from the national forest 
and urges the forest service to 
deal logically with the issue, “This

Forest Service will be accepting public comment.on their Forest Plan. 


Why should | attend? 


The Bethel, Maine area is very dependent on the forest products industry, 
and the future of this industry will affect. your future. 


How will my future be affected by decisions 
made about the Forest? 


. The U.S. Forest Service is working on a 50 year plan for the White Mountain 


National Forest with special emphasis on the 1985-1994 decade. Five alter- 
natives. for forest management are outlined in the plan, 


What do the alternatives mean? 

The alternative that is chosen will specify the amount of land available for 
timber harvesting, for recreation (hiking, snowmathining ete.) and the 
amount put in wilderness or semi-primitive désignations. Alternative #4 
which we favor, promotes multiple use. 


What does wilderness mean? 
No wood, Gititing. 

Neo snowmachining. 

No chain saws. 

No permanent shelters. 

No new trails. 

No new campsites. 

Limited forest fire control. 

Lost jobs. 


SO UD go 


How much land has been put into the 


wilderness designation? 

In 1974, the first 6,000 acres of land were put in. 

In 1975, 20,000 acres. were added. 

In 1984, 76,000 acres were added. 

There are now 102,000 acres in wilderness and with this 50 year plan as 
much as 43,000 acres could be added. 


Is there land near Bethel that may be put into 


wilderness? 

Yes, between 12,000 and 16,000 acres of lard in thé Caribou-Speckled Mountain 
area (Evans Notch) is being considered for wilderness. Once put inté wilder 
ness, it. would take an act of the U.S. Congress to take it out. This area has 
80,000,000 board feet of growing timber of it. Oe half of this amount would 
keep a mill like Bethel Furniture Stock operating for over 12 years. 


Will the Caribou- Speckled (Evans Notch) scenery 


be ruined if it is not put in wilderness? 

No, 5,150 acres would be put in the near wilderness designation and 5,450 acres 
would be selectively harvested. Particular attention would be paid to maintain 
the forest cover so as to keep a good view from the summits, Thé Evans 
Notch Road scenery will continue to be outstanding. 


Who uses wilderness? 
Less than 5% of the people who use the National Forests use wilderness areas. 


Why is so much land being put into wilderness? 
The general public has probably not been aware of earlier proposals to put 
Jand in wilderness and has lacked enough information to make good sound 
decisions about the local area and its economy. Preservation groups, 
which are well organized and well financed and many of which are from 
out of state have exerted a lot of influence on the subject, 102,000 acres of 
the White Mountain National Forest are already in wildtrness. 


How much wilderness designated land i is there 
in the U.S.? 


There are 8,600,000 acres in the U.S. All told there are now 229,000,000 acres 
existing, recommended or under wilderness study. Almost one acre for every 
man, woman and child. 


Is there a need for wilderness? 


Yes, there is a demand to sce forest land go through its life cycles, How- 
ever, there are already 102,000 (146) acres of wilderness aid an even lar ger 
amount M.A, 6.2 land (near wilderness land designated by the U.S. Forest Ser- 
vice rather than the U.S. Congress). Alternative #4 has 162,000 (2250) acres of 
M.A. 6,2 land. 


Do wilderness areas help local tourism? 
The U.S. Forest Service had determined that the addition of wilderness has 
littlé or rio impact ott the local tourist industry, 


Does land need to be designated wilderness 

to look like wilderness? 

No, the majority of the forest appears as wilderness and it will continue 
to appear this way, 


Why is timber harvesting important? 
l. For every extra 1 million board feet harvestéd, 24 new jobs are created 
and thé local ecofoimy is increased by $420, 600. 00, 
Re Mire harvesting means more iicome to conimiunities, 
3, More wood available for fuel, 
4, Scenery will be improved. 
5. There will be increased wildlife population. 


What happens when mature trees are not 
harvested? 


Trees in this part of the country do not grow to be the large ones of the 
west. If tot harvested in time, mature itees will die aud rot away. 
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What happens when mature trees are harvested? 
In this part of the country the forest quickly reseeds itself, There is also the 
option of seeding the harvested area with a particular species other than 
what will reseed naturally. 


How does harvesting improve scenery and 
wildlife? ; 


Selective cutting improves scenery by removing dead rotting: trees and by: 
opening up new aréas to view, Land that has trees in different stages of 
growth are most helpful to our wildlife. Two-thirds of the native species 
depend on young stands of trees during:some part of their life cycles, Timber 
nianagément is the only way we can miintain' the diversity and’ distribution 
of these habitats, 


Are the sawlogs on the White Mountain National 
Forest going to be necessary in the future? 


Yes, we feel even though there will be an increase in the athount of harvest- 
ing due to more trees maturing, they will be necessary to supply our industrial 
and energy néeds. 


Will-the Forest be overcut? 
No, the U.S. Forest Service feels that their top priority is to keep the 


scenery looking good. Even with alternative #4, which includes the most 
harvesting, bétween 90% and 94% will continue to appear natural. 


After wood cutfers have harvested an area, how 
long before they return.for another harvest? 


‘The current harvesting rotation is 60- to 120 years on this type of land with 
the majority being over 100 years. 


What was the original intent of the 
White Mountain National‘ Forest? 
It was to régulate timber harvest and’ protect soil and water resources: 


Is there any interest in using timber as a 
renewable energy material? 

Yes, many local firms are already using wood rather than oil as energy 
source and a number of studiés: are going on for the development of new 
plants that use wood to produce electricity. The National Wood Energy Associ- 


ation of Portsmouth, New Hampshire, is. promoting displacing oil with the 
renewable forest using much of which is now being wasted. 


Will the U.S. Forest Service protect the lands for 


recreational use? 


Yes, they will protect’ the lands for recreational use whether they are in 
wilderness designation or multiple use: 


Does snowmachining interfere with hiking? 
No, snowmachining is done in the winter when there are few hikers, 


Which alternative is best for the Bethel area? 


Alternative #4 would best meet the multiple needs of the people of the 
area because: 
1. It does not add new land to wilderness. 
2 Smallest amount of near wilderness land. 
3. Largest amount of wildlife (a 40% increase over current level), 
. 4. Best scenery. 
5. Largest antount of land open to timber harvesting (long rotations and 
Selective cutting on 153,000 acres). 
6. 90% of forest will appear natural in 50 years. 
7, Most jobs and job related income for the communities ($30,600,000.00 
more than closest alternative). 
8. Lowest-risk of forest fires and better capability to control them. 
9. Largest number of roads to provide éasier access for recreation, 
10. Most timber tax dollars for communities, 
11. No land in Caribou-Spéeckled (Evans Notch) would be put in wilderness 
(3 of the other 5 alternatives include it), 


How is the Forest Service going to make its 
decision? 

The U.S. Forest Service considers themselves a neutral party atid are 
looking for public comment. They will analyze all letters and comments from 
listening sessions and will make a decision on a plan with possible modifica- 
tions. They will also decide whetlier any land should be recommended te the 
US. Congress tor wilderness,

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ANDOVER’S BUDGET 
TO INCREASE $32,000 

Andover yoters at the March 
2 annual town meeting will be 
asked to approve a budget of 
$457,000, up $32,000 over the past 
year’s budget. 

Inereasing the cost for Andover 
residents in the new budget pack- 
age, which received its finishing 
touches last week from selectmeit 
and budget committtee members, 
is a total of $60,000 allocated for 
paving Jocal roads. ‘This is an 
inerease of: $40,000 over the last 
budget allocation for paving and 
is being recommended beeause the 
state plans to pave Routes 5 and 
120 this year and will be operating 
an asphalt plant in town, Utilizing 
some of the plants output, the town 
officials agreed, would be an ee- 
onomical way of getting a lot of 
paving dotie at a minimal cost. The 
officials hope to finish paving the 
Feast Andover road, the covered 
bridge road, and the town portion 
of the “Bast B Hill Road—if the 
budget item is approved. 

Sayings in the new budget pack- 
age come in the way of not hav- 
ing to allocate any more fimds 
for the fire station construction 
project, But the officials want to 
set aside $10,000 for a new fire 
truck. 

Additionally, officials have ear- 
marked o 20% increase in funds 
available for the schools, once 
SAD. 44 establishes its budget. 

The budget is expected to be 
fueled by $85,000 from federal and 
state sources plus $372,000 raised 


locally, The town officials project. 


a mill rate of $12 per $1,000 of 
assessed yaluation, “Certainly no 
higher than $13,’’ said Selectmen 
Jane Rich, which would make it 
the same as in 1983.
